Details of the Re«ent Trniibles Id the 
Tennfiman MInv*. 

Knox^illk, Tenn., Nov. 2.— Details 
i)f the recent trouble at the Briceville 
. and Coal Greek mines have been received 
here. Tlie dtiaena of BricerlllebeBanto 

hear squads of men passing through the 
place on their way to the stockades be- 
tween 8 and 9 o'clock Friday night. This 
was kept up for nearly an hour. It was 
abont 9:80 when two hundred men de- 
scended Walden's ridge, approaching the 
stockade from the east. They oalled 
upon Warden Cross to deliver tne keys 
oc the prison. 

Wliile this was going on the magazine 
wuB 'ui<M> ii up, and tiis stockades sur- 
rouiuled by twenty-five hundred men. 
and LYo^ gave np the keys, and when 
the one hiindre<i and forty-one convicta 
were releu^d they assisted in bnmiag 
and destroying tlie proi>erty. 

The attacking party then moved on 
the Cliumley, or Coal Creek, stoc^kade, 
and a halt was made near there, and 
twenty-five men were sent forward to 
deniaiKl tlie surrender of the convicts. 
The men kept up continuous volleys 
from their Winchesters. Only one 
guard was on duty, and he lost no time 
in obeying. The convicts were t<^)l.l to 
go, and many of them, as at Briceville. 
were given citizens" clothes. When the 
convictii were liljerated, they plundered 
(Jftuniley'H .store, and de.stroyed the 
stockade furniture. The office building 
wa>4 set on lira bj the ovBituataig of • 

stove. 

Tlje mob tlif>n descended to the valley, 
where they net oflf several dynamite 
bombs, and fired a small cannon the}- 
had with them. The racket occasioned 
by these discharges, together witli tlie 
exi)lo8ioii of the ammimition stortKl at 
the Briceville stockatle, which the fire 
touched off, created the impre.sni<m 
among tlie uon particnpantu tliat a small 
war was in progress. Tliis, however, 
was not the case, as there wiis not a 
single shot fired at any man, or any y)er- 
sonal violeia*. 

The woods and fields and railroad 
tracks around the two stockatles were 
gencrouKly atrewn with the striped suitK 
of the reles.'^ed convicts. Convicts in 
gangs of tens and twenties were seen 
wandering all over the surrounding 
country. One convict arrived at a smaU 
settlement near Coal Ci-eek, who was 
still in his stripes. He was quickly, how- 
ever, sent on his way rejoicmjj. Several 
gangs have been seen at various jKiint'i 
alcmg the K. & O. railroad. Whenever 
they asked for lielp it was freely given 
by the natives. 

Governor Buchanan snd Superint<'nd- 
ent Wade arrived liere yesterday eve- 
ning. The governor will offer a large 
reward for tne arrest and conviction of 
the leaders of the mob, and also liberal 
rewards for the arrest and (Minvii tion of 
1^11 participitting in the riot, the liuriiiug 
of the stockade and the release of the 
convicts Friday night. The guards at 
Oliver .Springs have been strongly rein- 
forced, and a sharp watch is kept to 
avoid attack. 

Attorney General Pickle was seen by 
the govemoi', but having heretofor-* 
folly tMlviaed the state officers upon all 
legal aspects of the question, and it 
bong no pturt of his dufy to advise as to 
the policy of administration, nothing of 
an official nature passed between them. 
General Phckle, oeing constantly en- 
gaged by his duties in the supreme 
court, will not be ablt; to extend such 
courtesies as he extended the governor 
on the former occasion.

Onions For Diphtheria. 

"Why don't they use onions ! For good- 
ness sake, why don't they use onions?

when we reported one day that a child of 
Mr. O. W. Dudley was dead and the 
whole family, including himself, alarm- 
ingly sick with diphtheria. 

Mother was moved to these earn- 
est and inU^restiiij; expresslDnn hy the use 
of onions in diphtheria, one of them be- 
ing our siAfe^. fii thb.- CM^ raw onions 
were placed in a bandage and beaten into 
a pulp, the cloth containing onions, juice 
and all, l>eing thon bound about the 
throat and well up over the ears. Re- 
newals may be made as often as the mass 
heeomes dry. In the cases noticed the 
results were almost magical, deadly pain 
yielding in a short time to sleepy comfort. 
The editor adds the wish that this rem- 
edy may liave a wide enough trial to fully 
test Its usefulness.— Scientific American.

SYSTEM ATIC SMU GGUNQ. 

The aeerot euoo Awar by tho R««m« 
WrociklBK of a ▼•■••I. 

Nrw York, Nov. fl^The recent 
wrerJc of the steamer Mdorado oh the 
banks of the Bahamas has been the un- 
expected means of bringing to light 
what the custom house offldals in this 
city believe to b« aa extensive and sys- 
tematio smuggling scheme which has 
been long continued and remtmerative 
to the smngglera. A |rrave feature 0I' 
the case ia tne suapicion that certain 
officials in the Ban Francisco custom 
house appear to be involved, unless all 
dgns fail, in tiie way of conniving at the 
fraud. The treasury department at 
Washington has been communicated 
with as to the aspect of the swindle 
which did not come to light until a day 
or two ago, and Secretary Foster, in the 
interest of the government and honeet 
importers, will hold a rigid investigatieiL 
There is nothing to show that the cu6t<ntt 
officials at New York are to blame foB 
^e reason that the fraud was in the 
class of goods which the law ^wrmita to 
be entered in bond and transshipped free 
of duty. 

Owing to the reticence of the deteo* 
tivee of the special treasnryagent'soflBoef 
of this city, whose investigations are not 
yet concluded, it is impomible to leani 
all the details which they have unearthed, 
For instance, the name of the New York 
:x)n8ignee of the smnggletl goods has 
been suppressed. But the story substan 
tially is aa follows: There arrived from 
Oennany on Aug. 1 on the Steamer 
Aller, from Bremen, nine cases of goods 
consigned to Stemburger & Meyer, of 
San Francisco, being what are known in 
the custom house as "I. T." goods— that 
is, goods for immediate transportation, 
The goods were not opened by the cus- 
tom house offichals of this port, and were 
allowed to l>e transshipped in bond on the 
Eldorado, which was to take them to 
New Orleans, where they were to be 
shipped by rail to San Frandaoo by the 
Soutnem Pat^ific railroad. The law per- 
mits that "I. T." goods can not be 
opened and appraised until they reach 
their post of destination. 

When the steamer ran ashore all the 
cargo that waa saved was brought back 
to New York and the nine cases in ques- 
tion being foreign goods in bond were 
taken possession of by the customs ofB 
oiala in order that the Qontonts might be 
apiamaad and the du^ aiiMted. Then 
came aa important discovery. The nine 
cases had baM entered at the New York 
cnaloaa hoaaa as containing linen towels 
valued in the acgrwate at $944. The 
cases were markal "& C ft K." They 
numbered f ^XMU M to IM inclusive. 

When they wen tl|lMd at the ap- 
praser's stores it waa faond that only 
three of the nine cases contained linen 
and that the other six concealed fine kid 
gloves, which had been worth beiore 
they were damaged by water in the ship 
much eirar $}0,000. The attempt to 
smuggla had been deftly managed. For 
instance, case No. M oentained towels, 
but oaae No. 00 was fiUed with kid 
gloves; so was No. 100, while 101 was 
towels, 102. 108 and 104 kid gloves. 106 
towels and 10$ kid ^vaa. This dis- 
tribution was made by some one having 
a knowledge of the practice of the 
custom house offldals in selecting pack- 
ages for examinatimi at the appraiser's 
stores. Frrm oertain disoovenea the 
snsptoiBB has been going on for some 
tiaM. ThsT" is reason to bdieva' that 
aonwaaala lha iaa JVancisco custom 
henss was familiar Wtfli this arrange- 
meet. The smnggled goods would un- 
doubtedly have gone through wiiSwut 
dateotioa if it hMlMfe tea artM> AOci- 
deat to the Mp, ■ ' ■ ' T.
